For your further information, lip. Ferrie contacted the New Orleans 
Office on December 16, 1966, to advise that he had been subpoenaed 
to appear before the Orleans Parish Grand Jury at 9:30 A. N. tho previous 
day, December 15, 1966. He stated the aubpoena-did not state the 
nature of the case for which he was being subpoenaed and on his arrival 
at the Orleans Parish Court House, he wa3 escorted to the office of 
Assistant District Attorney Ward where ho was interviewed by another 
Assistant District Attorney by the name of Vola. Ho said hs did not 
appear before a Grand Jury. He said he wa3 advised that they had been 
going through the Oswald file because of recent newspaper items and 
found their investigation to be incomplete, partly because of the 
ab3er.ee of a signed statement from Forrie. He stated they questioned 
hin in great detail regarding the matter but he could add nothing to 
the information he previously furnished wliich is reflected in this file.
